Animal  Rights  The  Animal  Legal  Defense  Fund  (ALDF)  is  currently  on  a  major  fund 

Update  raising  campaign  to  support  its  legal  services.  ALDF  was  set  up 

to  provide  legal  action  on  behalf  of  the  animal  rights  movement. 
Full-time  offices  are  located  in  New  York  and  San  Francisco. 
Chapters  are  located  in  Boston,  Washington,  D.C.,  Chicago  and 
Seattle.  Joyce  S.  A.  lischler  serves  as  executive  director  in  the 
so-called  national  office  in  San  Francisco.  While  ALDF  has 
devoted  much  of  its  attention  in  the  past  to  biomedical  research 
activities,  it  now  appears  more  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  animal 
agriculture. 

Animal  Liberation  Front  (ALF).  In  late  November,  the  Animal 
Liberation  Front  (ALF)  claimed  responsibility  for  two  separate 
fires  in  California.  One  was  at  a  poultry  warehouse  and  the  other 
at  a  meat  warehouse.  Damage  to  the  poultry  warehouse  was 
estimated  at  $200,000.  Two  pieces  of  animal  rights  legislation, 

H . R .  1770,  the  legal  standing  bill,  and  H.R.  2859,  the  Veal  Calf 
Protection  Act,  continue  to  draw  co-sponsorship  in  Congress. 

There  has  been  some  discussion  of  a  hearing  some  time  in  1988.

The  drug  is  for  the  control  of:  infectious  synovitis 
caused  by  Mycoplasma  synoviae;  hexamitiasis  caused  by  Hexamita 
meleagridis;  and,  for  growing  turkeys,  the  control  of 
complicating  organisms  associated  with  bluecomb  (transmissible 
enteritis,  coronaviral  enteritis).

( 5 )  Massachusetts  Animal  Rights  Group  Successful  in  Getting  Ballot 
Item  Approved .  The  Coalition  to  End  animal  Suffering  & 
Exploitation  (CEASE),  a  Boston  animal  rights  group,  has  been 
successful  in  garnering  the  50,000-plus  signatures  necessary 
to  place  its  anti-agriculture  initiative  item  on  the 
Massachusetts  state  ballot  for  the  November,  1988  election. 

In  response,  Massachusetts  agricultural  groups,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Massachusetts  Farm  Bureau,  have  formed  a 
coalition  to  fight  the  action.  CEASE  has  openly  stated  that  a 
successful  initiative  on  “factory  farming"  in  Massachusetts 
will  serve  as  model  for  other  states.  There  is  also  the 
likelihood  that  model  federal  legislation  could  result  if  the 
referendum  item  is  not  defeated.  The  initiative  calls  for 
virtual  elimination  of  veal  production,  an  end  to  the  use  of 
cages  in  egg  production,  anesthesia  in  all  "surgical" 
procedures  on  farms,  such  as  neutering,  dehorning,  beak 
trimming,  etc.;  the  creation  of  a  "scientific  advisory  board," 
with  members  nominated  only  by  animal  welfare  groups,  that 
would  advise  the  state  on  new  regulations,  farm  practices,  and 
which  would  review  and  approve  any  animal  housing  construction 

or  improvement  that  would  cost  in  excess  of  $10,000 .

Up 
to  three  papers  per  nominee  may  be  submitted  by  the  sole  or  senior 
author,  or  another  member  of  the  Association.  The  nominator 
should  provide  one  copy  of  each  paper  included  in  the  nomination 
and  the  name  of  the  journal  in  which  each  was  published.  Nominees 
must  be  under  40  years  of  age  on  December  31,  1987. 

Ineligible  are  former  winners  of  any  research  award  (except 
Graduate  Student  Research  Manuscript  Award  and  American  Egg  Board 
Research  Award)  over  which  the  Poultry  Science  Association,  Inc. 
has  complete  supervision.  Nonmembers  and  those  who  have  been 
members  of  the  Association  less  than  one  year  (i.e.,  members  voted 
in  at  1987  annual  meeting)  are  not  eligible  to  compete  for  the 
award.  However,  nonmembers  or  ineligible  members  may  appear  as 
junior  co-authors  of  papers.  Unpublished  theses  and  dissertations 
are  not  eligible.  Committee  members  are:  Valerie  I.  Stevens 
(1988),  Grover  C.  Harris,  Jr.  (1989),  Danny  M.  Hooge  (1989, 
chairman),  Ruth  M.  Shuman  (1990),  and  Bruce  A.  Watkins  (1990).

The  Pfizer  Extension  Teaching  Award  will  consist  of  a  plaque  and 
$1,500  (provided  by  Chas.  Pfizer,  Inc.),  and  will  be  presented  to 
an  extension  worker  for  conducting  an  outstanding  program  of  work 
in  the  area  of  poultry  extension.  Any  member  of  the  Poultry 
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Science  Association  who  has  been  assigned  to  at  least  50  percent 
Extension  work  during  the  five  year  period  for  which  the  award  is 
made,  is  eligible,  with  the  exception  of  previous  winners  of  the 
Pfizer  or  PSA  Extension  Award.  The  nominee  must  have  been  a 
poultry  Extension  worker  on  the  last  working  day  of  the  preceding 
calendar  year  in  which  the  award  is  to  be  made.

Gleason  (NM,  AGS1652),  Cathy  Seibert  (ES,  AGS096),  and  Charlotte 
Traviesco  (ES,  AGS019).  Members  of  the  Extension  Videotape 
Network  (EVN)  have  developed  a  proposal  for  operations  and  sent  it 
to  Extension  contacts  in  each  state.  Following  the  mailing,  EVN 
members  launched  a  telephone  campaign  to  encourage  participation 
in  the  Dialcom  VIDEO  database  for  new  and  "in  progress" 
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videotapes.  Another  purpose  of  our  phone  call  was  to  ascertain 
ability  and  wi  1 1 ingness  to  submit  Extension-produced  videotapes 
for  review  and  for  marketing. 

The  next  steps  for  the  network  are  to:  (1)  Develop  suggested 
videotape  review  criteria;  (2)  Establish  a  review  panel  of 
Extension  and  videotape  industry  personnel;  (3)  Design  general 
sleeve  inserts  for  tape  packaging;  (4)  Invite  state  contacts  to 
submit  high-quality  tapes  for  review  and  possible  marketing; 

(5)  Publish  a  catalog  of  the  high-quality  Extension  videotapes, 
including  review  rating  and  marketing  information;  (6)  Develop 
multi-state  videotape  production  projects.
